All editorial copy and news 
matter was prepared laborious 
ly by pencil, without the help 
Ing agency of the typewriter 
and (lie mechanical methods 
of the era were Just as diffi­ 
cult.

forms and the pages locked on 
n hand fed press 
It was ne 
cessary for the pressman to 
feed the sheets Into the press 
by hand for printing on one

Xenia Dally Gazette offered to 
a waiting community, facing 
difficulties of production, but 
staunch to its ideal of recount­ 
ing daily the happenings in the 
community which it served.

ORCHARD DUSTING 
PROVES 
SUCCESSFUL 
The more potent dusts, such as 
those containing from 80 to 90 p^r 
cent of pure superfine sulfur, ap­ 
plied from six to eight times during 
the growing season, have given 
control of apple scab and sooty 
blotch fully equal to that obtained 
by use of sprays of equal potency 
and safety, Bi a 6-year test con­ 
ducted by F. H. Bailou, of th e De­ 
partm ent 
of Horticulture at 
th e 
Ohio Experiment Station. 
Control of Brooks spot of apple 
by the use of copper-llme dust ap­ 
plied three to four weeks 
after 
petal fall and thereafter during the 
rem ainder of the season of tre a t­ 
ment, has proved gratifying and 
fully equal to that obtained 
by 
copper sprays. However, both dusts 
and sprays of copper, if not suffici­ 
ently modified, are highly injurious 
to varieties susceptible to copper 
injury, such as Grimes, Jonathan, 
and Golden Delicious. 


In control of Injurious Insects by 
dusting with IO per cent of lead 
arsenate combined with sulfur o r 
copper dust at the proper periods 
for use of an arsenical, results 
have been som ewhat more variable 
than from use of lead arsenate at 
the usual rates of two and one half 
to three pounds per HOO gallons of 
spray. 
Insect 
control, 
both 
by 
dusting 
and 
spraying, 
however, 
has been successful In these tests. 
The cost of dusting and sp ray in g 
has proved practically equal. T here 
Is unavoidable waste in dusting 
and therefore, greater expense fop 
materials; hut this usually is off­ 
set by saving of time in dusting. 
Where th e w ater supply is in* 
adequate for the full schedules of 
thorough 
spraying, 
dusting 
m ay 
solve the problem for the orchard* 
1st. Aside from control of San Jose 
scale, 
European 
red 
mites, 
and 
similar pests which must be com­ 
batted 
by 
spraying, dusting 
ha* 
proved effective and dependable.
